The "Daily Telegraph" (Doc. 20) 
remarks that tho reassuring tone of 
Lord Derby's language when touching 
on foreign politics in his recent address 
at Edinburgli has allayed those symp 
tonis of panic wliich always arise 
among a fow imaginative and heedless 
politicians. Lurd Derby is not rash 
enough to try his hand at predititing 
the future, go that, when ho does give 
an opinion as to tho prospects of peace 
aud war, wo can bo certain that wo 
have the judicial summing-up of a 
singularly cool and cautious bi iun, ru- 
luctant to take anything on trust, aud 
sure to sift throughly all facts kuL)- 
mitted to it for analysis. Lord Dei by 
is far too shrewd aud koonsightcd a 
statosnuan not to see that tiiero is but 
one Power in Europe at this moment 
which could possibly find its interest 
in going to war — the German Empire. 

The "Morning Post" (Dec. '20) ob- 
serves that, so far as regarded tho re- 
lations of England with tho Continen- 
tal Powers, Lord Derby liad no an- 
nouncement to make that was not of 
a satisfactory character. He believes 
that the Governments of Europe de- 
sire pence ;and peace, he justly remarks, 
can generally bo maintained when 
there is the desiro to maintain it. Of 
course, when tho Continental nations 
are little better than huge camps, it is 
impossible to be certain that tho i)ent 
up fires may not break out unexpect- 
edly; and though we cannot but re- 
member that just before tho last groat 
conflagration the Eoreigu Minister 
was satisiied that there waa nothing 
in the political position to 3aus8 tho 
slightest uneainoss, still it admits that 
it would seem that Lord Derby has 
taken a just measure of tho aftairs of 
tho Continent in intimating tha,t tho 
peace of Europe is not likely to be dis- 
turbed at present.

So absurd aro their prelonaioiis that

how aud why the Church of Euyland 
was established. 

The Rouiau Onlholic religion was 
universal tliroiighoat all Christian 
countries until about the year 1~)'2U. 
About tliat time Henry the VIII. be- 
gan to di.sputo the Pope's supremacy. 
.Some years after, in 1535 and 153!) 
roHpcctively, two Acts of Parliament 
were jiassed confiscating the ruonas- 
tcrics and all their iinuionso estates, 
toootiier Willi a cousid orablo part of 
tho groat tithes oi the parishes, to 
the use of the Crown. 

In order to bribe the Parliament 
hi^'iily enough to iuduco its members 
\o pu-^s tlie-^e Acts, the Kiug was com- 
pelled to siiare tho plunder with the 
iiolilenioii and uMier intlueiili;ii gour 
tleiuon in the kiiigiloni. Ho thus dealt 
a very lieavy blow to tlio lloiuau Ca- 
tholic religion , hut gave his people 
uothiny in its placo. The natural 
couse([Hence ensued; np to Lhu year 
of his ileatii, loll, lliero was no iiuity 
of religious opinion and a variety of 
sects were formed. 

When his son, Edward the VI., a 
hoy of ten years old. sui coe lud Lo t!iQ 
throne, it wasciuiie po.s-.ible tli.it the 
Pope would initice slreiio jus ellorts to 
re-establish his supermacy, and if 
thoso efforts were succussl'ui it was 
more than likely that the plunderers 
would have to di.sgorge tlieir illgotton 
gams. To avoid tliis calamity it was 
necessary that a "Now Chiucb," dis- 
tiiK-t from the Roman Catholic, should 
bo luauufaclured ami force, I upon tho 
l)(M>iile with as little delay as poasi- 
ble. 

Jn l.")-17 an .-Vet was passed (o pun- 
ish people for s[(-al;nig irrovoreiitly 
against tho tiaciaiuoiit taken iu both 
kinds; whicli was contrarv to the prac- 
tic(; of tho Catholic Church. Iu tho 
following year the "Now Ciiurch" was 
est,ililisli(id by .\cL of Parliament, the 
"New Praycrbook" having boon com- 
piled, as the prcanible lo the Ael (Isi 
and lind Ivlward the V'l.) tells us, by 
a boily of men appointed by the King, 
and headed by the arch-apostate, iQur- 
(huor, perjiufU', traitor, and bigamist, 
L'raniuei-, and us it states "by the aid 
of the 11. dy (iliost." 

All Act i2iid and 3rd Edward the 
VI., Clia[i. 1st) making tho "Now 
Church," was soon after [lassed, which 
coiuloiuned any Pnos:. who did not 
use ilie ".N'uw Praycrbook" to iuipris- 
oiiinenl for life. 

For about seven years the church 
property appropriators sat at ease, and 
tlien a cloud appeared on the horizon. 
Tiie King dic'd; tho new Queen was a 
Uoiii in ( 'atholic, and intent upon re- 
stoi ing that religion iu the realm. 

W hat did tho founders of the Pro- 
Leslaut Church then? 

They agreed]) that if the Pope and 
t^ueeii woukl ouly permit them to re- 
tain the stolen ])roj)erty, to roiiitvo- 
duee the Uoniaii Calliolie faith, and lo 
make subini;.siou to tho Pope, in 
order lo avoid the danger of pluaging 
the coiiiitry into tho horrors of a civil 
war, the {^nccn con.icntod and the 
Pope sout over L'aiduial .Pole lo give 
them absolutiou for what in their own 
wordff they termed their "Schism and dis- 
oho'iienrn.'' 

As a well known writer says, "To 
worlc tley went, iiishiiilly, to r(^|jeal 
every Act niadi' after Henry Vlll be- 
gan his rebellion against tlie Pope, 
every .\ 't at all trenching upon llie 
paiial aiithorityi byt takiijjj; special 
care in tho fiame Act to fleoure to 
thciiiselves the safe possession of all 
the jHdjioity uf ll)o Cliundi and tho 
poor, whicu tiicy had gra.speJ during 
tho reigns of Henry and Edward. ' 

This Act (Lst and 'Id Mary, chap. 8) 
contains a full recantation "of all liiat 
they had lately aHirnieil to bo tlic 
truth, and an bumble iietitioii to bo 
rouduii'ted into the C'ailndic CMinrcdi, 
making Bpecial provision, however,, 
ogains their heioT; called upon td dis- 
gorge Iheir plunder.

ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 



The 'Saturday Review' observes

There 
would bo no force iu this argument if 
all that Mr. Cave was to do consisted 
in ascertaining precisely what the 
stale of Egyptian* linanco is. But if 
the iiUenlioii is to ni.ako and keep tho 
Khedive solvent under English guid- 
ance, then, undoubtedly, it might 
frustrate this intention if the Khedive 
wont to war.

Our poli- 
cy is to be Ins policy, and we are to 
pidge what ho can all'ord. The vas- 
salage tiius established must cverv 
d.iy grow moro real and become more 
recognized. 

Tne ' l-;co;io;iiist' asserts that what 
litis taken [ilace wiiii regard lo Abys- 
sinia is an inslanco id' tho danger 
which tho Euglisli Govormnent has 
incurred by assuming an undefined 
walcli fulness over tho finances of 
llgypt. llightly or wron;;ly, the idea 
iias Mill through tho wmld thai l-ng- 
l;iiid iiieans for flu; [iresent to w.-Ucdi 
o\i r l''i.;yiii, II nd, if necessary, to take 
Kgypt. All tlio speeuhilivo tiuauce of 
Europe is thoroforo excited; there 
ciuinot be a better spoculatiou than to 
lend to Egypt, with England — iu fact 
though not in name ^behind to ])ay 
the money; tho pieseiitrate of iiitoiest 
is high, and tho ultimate security tho 
best which there is in tho world. We 
111 noli fear that .Mr. Cave's mission 
may bo used in the same w.ay. "We 
fear that soniulliing like what hashap- 
[lened in the case of Turkey may hap- 
pen again. Lord Palmorston and 
Lord Clarendon eulogised Turkey and 
tho credit of Turkey lu strong words, 
which had much inlliienco, and which 
(.■nablcd her to borrow the millions on 
which she is now making de-fault. 
There is a great templalion to do 
much tho same now with Egypt. A
